The violation of the agreement was 


committed by Genera! Toledo, in com- 
mand of President 
Zelaya's 
forces, 


•when he Invaded Costa Rican terri- 
tory In his advance on CJreytown, 
where practically he Is now besieged. 


In :the threatened trouble between 


Nicaragua and Venezuela only a short 
time ago, the United States stood 
ready to prevent, by force if neces- 
sary, the passage of the belligerents 
across the neutral territory of Hon- 
duras. 
This is pointed to by diplo- 


mats as Indicative of the gravity of 
Toledo's offence against the Panaman 
compact. 


That the revolutionists under Gen- 


eral Chemarro are making prepara- 
tions for .the final and decisive strug- 
gle within the next three or four days 
was announced last night by Senor 
Castrillo, the representative here of 
the Nlcaraguan provisional govern- 
ment.

Now York, Nov. 20.—Collector of 


the Port Loeb announced the removal 
from the customs service of seventy- 
three employes and attaches of the 
weighing and other divisions of -the 
customs service hero. 
Among those 


dismissed are James F. Vail, former- 
ly deputy surveyor of the weighing 
division; George B. Bedell, an In- 
spector, formeiiy chief clerk of tho 
weighing division;, James P. Hyland 
and Joseph O. Carroll, ex-foremen of 
weighing districts. 


Besides those enumerated, the re- 


movals include ten assistant \veighera, 
three Inspectors, 
formerly assistant 


weighers, one inspector, formerly an 
assistant gauger, and one assistant 
gauger. 
In addition, 
the 
collector 


states that since March 9 last, the day 
he took office, he has removed from 
the service for irregularities In the 
weighing department eighteen othbr 
efllclals, six of whom are now under 
indictment. 


In other branches of the service lie 


has removed for cause thirty-six of- 
ficials, malting the total number of 
removals from tho service since March 
9 seventy-three. 
In connection with 


tho dropping of Vail, Loeb announces 
that the office of deputy 
collector, 


which Vail held, has been abolished. 
Of Vall's removal he says: 


"The collector has no proof, nor 


have Special Assistant Attorneys Gen- 
eral Stimson or Smith, of any corrup- 
tion on his part, but he was in charge 
of the weighing division during the 
time that the extensive underwelghing 
frauds were perpetrated and the fact 
that such conditions could exist In his 
department warrants his 
separation 


from the service on the grounds of 
negligence and Inefficiency." 


Collector Loeb, In making the an- 


nouncements, 
added 
significantly: 


"The collector Is continuing his in- 
vestigations." 


Vail's Dismissal Unexpected 


Vail's dismiss^! caused a genuine 


sensation in customs circles, for he 
was the man "higher up" In the weigh- 
ing division and any further disclos- 
ures must effect one of the heads of 
the four great branches of the cus- 
tom house here if they are to go be- 
yond the person of Vail. His imme- 
diate superior was on the one hand 
the collector who appointed him and 
the surveyor to whose office he was 
attached. 
In view of the repeated 


charges that in the past the customs 
frauds, particularly as concerning ihe 
sugar trust, have heen winked at by 
individuals very high up in the ssr- 
vlco, those who are concerned in the 
investigation here are waiting with in- 
terest to learn what Vail may have to 
say as to the responsibility of his su- 
periors for the conditions that existed 
when he was in charge of the weighing 
division. 


Mr. Loeb did not decide upon the 


wholesale 
dismissal 
nnt.il 
he 
had 


thoroughly satisfied himself that the 
men to go had been guilty of conniv- 
ance in the sugar frauds. 
For this 


reason It is not expected that the dis- 
charged men will insist upon any trial 
before the civil service hoard. 
Loeb 


regards it as likely that they will bo 
satisfied to get out without having 
their offences aired before tjie trial 
board. 
The men slated for slaughter 


hold places as weighers of sugar and 
as assistants in the handling of r.u- 
gar at the two piers. 


As to the possibility of criminal 


prosecutions of the men, it was said 
that Loeb was not satisfied that them 
was sufficient evidence In the major- 
ity of cases. He Is reported to have 
given evidence in the cases of some 
twenty or so to United States District 
Attorney Wise, and it is said that in- 
dictments have been found In those 
instances, but the others Loeb is not 
inclined t8 send to the district at- 
torney for prosecution, only to run 
the chance of having the men acquit- 
ted.

parade, made two speeches in which 
ho bespoke his interest In a practical 
system of waterway Improvement to 
lie carried forward on a busincss-liko 
basis and not merely as a means of 
distributing patronage; partook of an 
oyster roast under the shadows of the 
towering Cape Henry lighthouses, and 
attended n smoker In honor of a large 
corps .of visiting newspaper men. 


The president retired last night on 


the presidential yncht Mayflower. Tho 
Mayflower this morning got under \vuy 
for Hampton, where the president will 
attend a meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of the Hampton Normal Institute, 
of which he is a member, in tho al- 
ternoon he will deliver an address to 
Uie negro students and then sail for 
Washington. 


The president's visit was made tho 


occasion of probably tho most notahi.i 
celebration the city has ever had. 


In his speech the president, after 


reciting his views as to waterways im- 
provements, spoke a word for the 
United States navy, declaring that tho 
prestige of the nation demands that 
the navy bo kept at u high state of 
force and efficiency. 


Tho president also declared that ho 


was In favor of fortifying Hampton 
Roads, the greatest strategical naval 
base in (lie world, by erecting an Im- 
pregnable fort on an Island placed half 
way between the Virginia capes. Ho 
hoped to see the plan adopted during 
his term as president. 


The president referred to tho battle 


of the Merrliuac and the Monitor, and

navy that is worth seeing and able to 
light if It has to."

Only Onn'Kind of Wood, Sandal, Can 


Withstand Their Attacks. 


Insects of various kinds are a peren 


nlr.l plague to Indian dwellers, tea 
iT/ov.'ers arid others. 


The lea bur.lip.s In the Assam gardens 


hnvc 116 less (linn four destructive ene- 
mies, from which no means of escape 
br.s yet been devised by man. These 
are the bark eating borer, the sand- 
wich cntcrplllar. the mosquito and the 
white ant, all cf which attack the bush 
nnd do i!iimc:iKe damage. 


By far the worst of these plagues is 


the white ant. the mosquito merely at- 
tacking the leaves and causing a blight. 
The ant.'i, however, begin at the roots 
ar.d cat upward, reducing the wood to 
novrilor and leaving only the bark to 
support the top. which soon topples 
over by reason of its own weight. 


There Is no Indian wood which would 


rasis'Mhc ants' insidious attack except 
sandal. 
It deligbis In reducing pine 


and while wood to a powder. It can- 
cot work In the light, but must get nt 
th? v;:>o:l from some dark recess and 
work '.vilhiii n shell. 


In ::omc mysterious way the white 


ant gets Indoors and has a particular 
peiicuant for penetrating Into a veneer- 
ed or lacquered picture frame, and in a 
short tin:e nothing will remain but the' 
ve^eor or lacquer, nothing else being 
loft hut a unal! portion qf (be powder, 
the rest Mug consumed.,or removed. 


The :::ctho:l of attack.is by emitting 


a kind of at.-id, which destroys the 
wood. Ar.tl this ant lias been known 
(0 bore holes through tho .sheet Iron 
bottoms of trunks. Several long, snp- 
poi'tlng joists In ;i consular building In 
Calcutta were eaten out so completely 
that they had to be .replaced with 
steel ones. 


Wliile .these destructive white ants 


do not. ncein to poscess much literary 
taste, they comotiiaes attuck ;books 
ami destroy thcr.i by boring- holes 
through leavoa and cover from side to, 
side.
